12» . by His atonement made 
fit for (» is presence, but by our suffer­ 
ing with Him here as His redeemed 
ones made fit to fill the place in His 
kingdom which He is preparing for us 
while He prepares us for it; hence we 
hav e a little light on the great mystery 
of the believ er’s sufferings as seen 
ev erywhere in greater or less degree. 
If by His grace we are patient under 
ail our trials we are winning for our­ 
selv es a special crown—the crown of 
life (Jas. i. 12; Rev . ii. 20» . which we 
shall hav e to cast at Ills feet iu that 
day. 
And not only so. but the |w» wer 
of Christ Is seen upon us to His glory, 
the patience under trial as it could not 
otherwise be seen. 
Paul therefore 
says. “Most gladly will 1 glory in my 
infirmities that the power of Christ 
may rest upon me" (xii. 9» . 
This is 
something like Phil. 1.20. where he says. 
“Christ shall be magnified In my lw» dy. 
whether It be by life or by death." 
While Paul had unusual fellowship 
in suffering, he had also some unusual 
rev elations. 
Not only was his con­ 
v ersion unique, but the v arious mani­ 
festations of the Lord to him after­ 
ward were v ery remarkable, as was 
also the rev elation of “the mystery" of 
which be so often speaks. 
lie tells us 
that. lest the abundance of the rev e­ 
lations should uuduly exalt him. there 
was giv en him a thorn in the flesh, the 
messenger of Satan, to buffet him. He 
tells us that he asked the Lord three 
times to deliv er him from it. but the 
answer was, “My grace is sufficient 
for thee, for my strength is made per­ 
fect in weakness" (v erse 9» . 
I do not 
know how we can be quile sure as to 
what this thorn iu the tlesh was till 
Paul himself shall some day tell us 
if it is best for us to know. Some one 
has said that we are not told what 
it was in order that if any oue has a 
thoru in the flesh he may find a bit 
of comfort in supposing that that was 
just what Paul had. This certainly is 
true—that if any believ er has a phys­ 
ical infirmity and cannot get it remov ­ 
ed by prayer or by the physician’s skill 
then the answer to Paul must be ac­ 
cepted and the Lord trusted for grace 
to bear it meekiy for His glory, for, 
while these words were said to Paul, 
they were written for us. 
As to the special v ision and rev ela­ 
tion of our lesson, it seeuis to hav e 
been about the time that Paul was 
stoned to death at Lystra, and it is 
quite probable that while Paul's dead 
body was being dragged out of Lystra 
(Acts xiv , 19) be was iu the third 
heav en, or paradise, which he here de­ 
scribes, and saw and beard things that 
he could not put into earthly language. 
We hav e no record of anything that 
Lazarus of Bethany said when he 
came back from the dead, probably 
because words could not utter it. The 
best thing I hav e ev er read on these 
heav enly realities is “The Trance of 
Rev . William Tennent,” once a minis­ 
ter at Freehold, N. J.. who was dead 
for three days and afterward preach­ 
ed the gospel for many years.

Nehemlab and

blessings. 
Ev ery time we recall the 
blessings of God and thank Him for 
them we experience again the joy that 
possessed us when they were first be­ 
stowed upon us. 
The thankful heart 
increases its blessings, while the un­ 
thankful one diminishes them. There 
is joy in the possession of a spirit of 
thankfulness aud also a joy in ex­ 
pressing it. 
if we would get the v ery 
best out of the good things of life we 
should therefore be constantly thank­ 
ful for the benefits and blessings di­ 
v inely bestowed upon us.
